2002 IS ENDING ABOUT THE SAME WAY it 

began — with everyone’s eyes on 
their pocketbooks. 

As the year ends, however, the glare from tax- 
payers is more intense than even 12 months ago. 
This focus on town spending will lead to changes 
in 2003. 

Following the defeat of a Proposition 2 2 gener- 
al override for school operating expenses in 2002, | 
officials believe they'll need layoffs and program 
cuts in 2003 to stay within their more than $100 
million budget. 

While the town plans to continue its major con- 
struction projects — and seek an expansion of its 
water-treatment plant — selectmen have scaled 
back the number of other projects they'll pursue. 
They'll also make it harder for voters to approve 
new projects in 2003 by requiring both a Town 
Meeting and ballot-box vote for any significant 
job. 

Taxes and spending were not the only topics if 
interest in 2002, of course.

WINTER 2002 


‘Youth center 

Building a youth center in Andover became a 
real possibility on Jan. 18 when the town and a 
private group, the Andover Youth Foundation, 
entered into an agreement to do so. The town 
donated land to AYF, and AYF agreed to raise the 
money needed and to build a youth center. Once 
the center is built, the center and the land will be 
given back to the town. The plan will avoid the red 
tape that comes with a publicly built and financed

Any action on smallpox 
plans await the implementation 
of the Homeland Security Act 
on Jan. 15. 

Penney said that more con- 
crete plans will probably be dis- 
cussed in the weeks leading up 
to the 15th, but action will await 
the federal government autho- 
rizing the use of the smallpox 
vaccines. 

Smallpox is no longer a natu- 
rally occurring virus. Penney 
estimates that there has not been 
a smallpox case in 30 years. 

A vaccination involves mul- 
tiple pricking with a two- 
pronged needle containing live 
virus. The infected area devel- 
ops a boil and then scabs over. 
Side effects are rare but can be 
lethal. 

Some federal officials are 
concerned that terrorists or a 
rogue nation could infect major 
US metropolitan areas in a bio- 
logical attack. 

Last week, just before going 
to Camp David for five days, 
President George W. Bush was 
vaccinated for smallpox, saying 
it was only fair he get it if he 
expected those involved in the 
nation’s defense to be vaccinat- 
ed.

SPRING 2002 


Youth-center site 
tested 


The land in West Andover 
where Andover Youth Founda- 
tion is building its youth center 
was tested for contamination 
(top left photo), as there is an 
uncapped landfill next door. The 
test cost AYF about $20,000 and 
involved drilling borings into the 
ground of the 27,000 square- 
foot center in West Andover, 
behind the fire station. Officials 
were concerned that dangerous 
contaminants leaked into the 
ground from that uncapped 
landfill. 

Update: The site came up 
clean. There was no hazardous 
waste in the soil. As a result of 
the test, the contract between the 
Andover Youth Foundation and 
the town continued. Construc- 
tion is set to begin in May 2003 
and is expected to take about 18 
months 


Eye on snow-removal, 
water costs 


A closer look at the town 
budget by the Jownsman in 
April showed snow removal 
costs are above average and very 
costly. The Department of Pub- 
lic Works budget request 
climbed to more than $10 mil- 
lion for next year, compared to 
its $6.7 million budget 10 years 
ago. Plowing alone costs the 
town $1.1 million. The winter of 
2002 brought little snow and the 
town saved $300,000 of that 
$1.1 million. But other towns, 
such as Methuen, spent much 
less on plowing. Methuen’s 
plowing bill for the entire winter 
was $300,000. 

In addition, the town’s policy 
of selling water to other towns is 
getting a closer look. There is 
money to be made in this area 
and that is why it is getting a 
closer look. Currently, the town 
sells water to North Reading for 
the same price it charges 
Andover residents — $2.52 per 
cubic foot of water. Officials 
said Andover makes an 88-per- 
cent profit on water it sells to

United We Stand 
plates now available 
in RMV branches 


United We Stand plates are 
now available in Registry ol 
Motor Vehicles branches 
statewide, with early indications 
that they will be among the Reg- 
istry’s most popular specialty 
plates. 

The plates, which feature a 
US flag in the background and 
the letter US followed by four 
numbers, cost $40, with pro- 
ceeds benefiting the Massachu- 
setts 9/11 Fund, which aids local 
families of victims, local police 
and fire departments, and the 
US Department of Justice's 
Rewards for Justice Program. 

“Hundreds of motorists have 
already requested this plate, and 
now that it’s available in the 
branches, we expect to see thou- 
sands on the roads,” said Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles Kimberly 
Hinden. “This may be the most 
popular specialty plate in the 
Registry’s history. 

Other specialty plates, such 
as the Right Whale or Cape Cod 
& Islands plates, raise more than 
$1 million a year for their chari- 
ties. On initial orders of the 
United We Stand plates, $12 of 
the $40 special plate fee will 
cover the cost of manufacture, 
while $28 will be distributed to 
the charities. The Massachusetts 
9/11 Fund receives 50 percent, 
while local police and fire 
departments get 25 percent in 

the form of grants for enhancing 
emergency response. The U.S. 
Department of Justices Rewards 
for Justice Program also 
receives 25 percent of the pro- 
ceeds. On renewal, the entire 
$40 special plate fee is distrib- 
uted to the charities. 

Customers interested in 
obtaining the plates can order 
online at www.mass.gov/rm\ 
They can also head to one of the 
Registry’s 38 branches across 
the state. Those who wish to 
swap their current plates for 
United We Stand plates should 
bring an RMV-3 form certified 
by their insurance agent. There 
is a $20 swap fee, in addition to 
the special plate fee. Customers 
who wish to put United We 
Stand plates on a newly 
acquired vehicle must bring an 

RMV-1 form that has been certi- 

fied by their insurance agent. 

These customers must pay nec- 

essary registration and titling 

fees, as well as sales tax.

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Guest column: Music lessons in 1930s Andover 


Violin lessons with Mr. Nickolai 


.  _c—nrnen| In a recent issue of 
the Jownsman I read 
several articles related 
to music education in 
the schools, with an 
emphasis on the diffi- 
culties of scheduling 
instrumental lessons 
during the school day 
I infer that, unlike 
many curriculum 
cuts—such as art—this 
is not so much a mat- 
Oberlin ter of budgetary 
restraints as of the 

increasing pressure on 

teachers and students to complete heavier 
and heavier work loads in the basic curricu 
lum. (Alas, the arts are the first place to feel 
the pinch when the pressure Is on.) But 
music 1S an important part of one’s educa- 
tion. In my case it has provided me life-long 
benefits, including a love of all music, but

When I went to school in Andover, dur 
ine the 30s. I used to visit weekly at a small 
nondescript building on the Andover 
Phillips Academy campus. It was located 
directly on Main Street (Rte. 28) in front of 
the archeology building. It was used by the 
music department of the academy as space 
for giving private lessons and for student 
practice. | went there once a week for a vio 
lin lesson with “Mr. Nickolai” who, I 
guessed. was a member of the music facul- 


ty. He was a kind gentleman who never lost 
his temper no matter how many dreadful 
mistakes I made while sawing away. But 
this was not the beginning of my short 
areer into violin performance — that came 
much earlier 
When I was in the fifth grade at Shaw 
heen Elementary School — this would have 
been 1932 or 1933! 
{ 


the music teacher 


Miriam Sweeney brought someone new to 
music class, a string teacher. His name was 
Mr. Morin. We were asked if any one would 
be interested in learning to play a string 
instrument. I put my hand up; it happened 
that my mother owned a violin that had 
belonged to her father, so | would not have 
to buy or rent an instrument. My mother 
approved; she had happy dreams of me and 
my sister playing duets together; it was not 
to work out that way. 

The rationale was that if Miss Sweeney 
could develop a string section, she would 
then have the basis of a junior orchestra 
which, combined with the winds, horns, and 
drums already in place for the marching 
band, could play some serious music when 
we got to Junior High and Punchard High 
School in a few years. It would be the unen- 
viable task of Mr. Morin to teach us the 
basics of violin technique — how to hold the 
instrument: “Up, Elinor; don’t let it droop!” 
the mechanics of holding the bow and 
applying to the strings of the violin so as to 
produce a pleasing tone, “Stroke the strings 
gently, don't saw!” There was a small group 
who were interested. I believe Mr. Morin 
also taught cello. I would have preferred to 
play the cello, as I loved its mellow alto 
range. My mother did not approve; she said 
it was unladylike; one had to hold the instru- 
ment between one’s legs. (For a child of the 
flapper age, Mother had some Victorian 
ideas.) 

The first few months must have been 
hard on the ears of anyone within hearing 
Whenever I hear a professional orchestral 
performance, I think of the parents and 
teachers who endured the first weeks of stu 
dent searching around on the strings for the 
note that appeared on the score. If you play 
the piano, and you hit middle C, you know it 
will sound like “middle C”; on a fiddle, you 
have to search for it, and at the beginning 


. 


you do a lot of trial and error. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Morin persisted 
against all odds, and in a few weeks — low 
and behold! We were playing “Twinkle, 
twinkle, little star!” in more or less unison, 
to an admiring group of parents. Things 
were going well. The following year I was 
promoted to private lessons with Mrs. Wat- 
son, a proficient violinist who played in a 
string quartet which performed at the Gard- 
ner Museum in Boston occasionally. She 
put up with my perfunctory practice habits 
for several years. I did improve in spite of 
adds, but I would never be a really good 
musician, because I never learned to read 
music. I had a good ear, and once I had 
heard a piece of music I could play it, so 
why bother to read music. No one told me 
that one can never become a true musician 
without learning to read music. Of course, 
there was Irving Berlin, who wrote over 
1000 songs by ear — but then, he was a 
genius. 

The fact was that I did not have the finger 
dexterity without which one has trouble 
with vibrato, double stops, pizzicato, speed 

and many other technical tasks. I did play 
in the orchestra when I got to high school, 
and enjoyed it — mostly second fiddle, 
which suited me fine. When I began my 
lessons with Mr. Nickolai I think I was four- 
teen, and my parents still had hopes. After a 
few years during which I had more impor- 
tant things to do than practice, Mr. Nickolai 
reported to my parents that, they were wast- 
ing their money on lessons for me. And that 
was the end of my career as a violinist. Too 
bad, as I would no doubt have enjoyed play- 
ing later in life. We live with our mistakes. 

While I never became more than an aver- 
age player, it was an experience into music 
that I wouldn’t have missed. I truly envy 
those who are able to build their lives 
around music; they will never be rich, but 
they will bring great pleasure to others. As I 
grew older, I seized every opportunity to go 
to concerts. I heard a very young Jorge 
Bolet give a dynamic piano performance at
